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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argue: Applicants* find no suggestion 
or fulfilling a request of a customer by wirelessly transmitting the requested service or merchandise to the customer as recited in claim 1 
has been considered but is not persuasive. Response: Fig. 6 shows a PDA (Personal Digital Assistant) 206 which is wireless and can be 
used for the transmitted request of a customer for service or merchandise to the customer and in Fig. 7 a transmission from the merchant 
over the network is shown in Nikander. Issue no. 2: Applicants* argue: Blackson teaches receiving information via a keypad, selection 
buttons or card reader but does not teach wirelessly receiving a content request or payment information has been considered but is not 
persuasive. Response: Nikander was used to reject these claim limitations. Applicants* are respectfully requested to review the 35 USC 
103(a) rejection on page 5 of the office action. It recites "this independent claim is rejected for the similar rationale as given above for 
claim 1". This is recited for claims 8 and 15. The claim objection to claim 8 has been overcome by Applicants* amendment to claim 8 and 
is hereby withdrawn. The requested reference was received by the Examiner. The Examiner respectfully thanks the Applicants' for their 
submission of this reference for review. The claims are not in condition for allowance yet and do not simplify matters for Appeal. It is 
unclear from reading the Specification and drawings what the function and purpose of the content vending machine is in independent 
claim 8. The claim recites "receiving wirelessly payment information and a content request by a request receiver of a content vending 
machine from a requestor; verifying said payment information by a request fulfiller, associated with said request receiver, of said content 
vending machine;". Clarification is respectfully requested to the Examiner and in the claim language of claim 8. 
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
